STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Brookline, in the 
County of Hullsborough, in sad State, qualified to 
vote in Town and State Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet in the Daniels Academy 
Hall in said Town on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of 
March next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 

ArticLe I. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. 

Art. II. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise to defray all Town charges for the year en- 
suing. 

Art. Ill. To hear reports of Agents, Auditors and 
Committees and all other officers heretofore chosen, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. IV. To see what amount of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Highways and Bridges. 

Art. V. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the Brookline Public 
Library. 

Art. VI. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 

Arr. VII. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the repairs of the State 
Highway or take any action relating to the same. 
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Art. VIII. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate an amount of money necessary to secure State 
Aid for the permanent improvement of the highways, un- 
der the law passed at the January session of 1905, and to 
see where same shall be laid out, or take any vote relat- 
ing to the same. 

Art. IX. To see what action the Town will take to 
raise and appropriate money for Cutting Brush and de- 
stroying same along the highway. 

Arr. X. ‘To see what action the Town will take in re- 
gard to making any discounts on taxes paid on or before 
December 1st, 1923. ea 

Art. XI. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate for the Repairs of Sidewalks and 
take any action relating to the same. 

Art. XII. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate any money for celebration of July 4th, 1923. 

Arr. XIII. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate any money for purchasing New Fire Hose. 

Art. XIV. To see if the Town will vote to install a 
Street Light on road between George Nye’s and William 
Hughes’, near George H. Nye’s mail box. 

Art. XV. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money sufficient to extend Electric 
Lights from the Rideout place towards Milford. 

Art. XVI. To see if the Town will vote to extend 
the Electric Light Line to home of A. A. Goss with one 
street light, or act anything relating thereto. 

»Arr. XVII.- To see if the Town will vote to extend 
the New State Road between Milford and Brookline, raise 
and appropriate money for same, and say how same shall 
be used. 

Art. XVIII. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate money sufficient to purchase an Automatic 
Electric Pump for the Town Hall.

Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


Lo the School Board of Brookline: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report, which is also 
the fourth in the series of such reports. 


ORGANIZATION OF SUPERVISORY Union, No. 40. 


The grouping of school districts of last year has been 
continued and apportionment of joint expenses determined 
by the four school boards of the Union, as follows: Am- 
herst, 1/4; Brookline, 1/6; Milford, 1/2; Mont Vernon, 
1/12. 


TEACHERS AND INSTRUCTION. 


A considerable change has occured in the teaching force 
since last year. Miss Corliss completed her work in Grades 
i and II at the end of the school year and was replaced by 
Miss Ruth W. Dearth of Plymouth, a graduate of Bath 
High School, who has attended two summer sessions at 
New Hampshire normal schools and has had four years’ ex- 
perience. Rearrangement of grades gives her I, II, and III 
with an enrollment of 44. The intermediate room which 
was in charge of Miss Parsons is now under the direction 
of Miss Verna E. Slack of North Weare. Miss Slack holds 
a diploma from Amherst High School and has attended 
two summers at normal schools. She has taught three years 
before coming to Brookline. Grades IV, V, and VI with a 
a total of 31 pupils constitute the intermediate room. Miss 
Doris G. Hastings is teaching her third year for us in the 
higher grades. In addition to instructing Grades VII and 
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VIII this year she is Headmaster of Brookline High School. 
The High School will be fully considered later in this 
report. Grades VII and VIII show an enrollment of 25. 

The usual professional meetings for teachers have oc- 
curred during the past year, namely, the annual meeting of 
the New Hampshire State Teachers’ Association in Octo- 
ber; the meeting of the Merrimack Valley Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation.in May and a local institute at Amherst in Novem- 
ber. Our teachers have attended all of these meetings and 
received many practical suggestions and much inspiration 
for their work. The meeting at Amherst was particularly 
good as it was small enough for a round table discussion. 
Subjects considered were Spelling and Reading as well as 
some matters of more general nature. 

Two meetings of all teachers in the Union have been held 
at Milford. The first was on September 4 and was largely 
a business meeting to facilitate the opening of schools on 
the next day. A good opportunity was offered at that time 
for teachers in the four towns to get acquainted—especially 
those beginning service in the Union. 

Another meeting was held in the fall at which Mr. Harry 
Houston, Supervisor of Penmanship in New Haven, Ct., 
addressed us. 

Besides these two professional meetings there have been 
two social gatherings—a picnic at Mont Vernon in May, 
1921, and another at Brookline at the lake this last fall. Both 
events took place under clear skies and with a large number 
of teachers present, 

Teachers’ salaries have not decreased since the war as 
have common wages in many lines of industry. They 
should not decrease. The salaries of all professional work- 
ers are not stibject to the fluctuations in common labor. It 
is just as important now after the war as at any time dur- 
ing the war that we should have trained teachers and pay 
sufficient salaries to secure them. Our present staff are in- 
terested in their work and are working hard to maintain 
high standards of scholarship and discipline. They are also 
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interested to improve themselves by professional study, 
reading and conferences. All possible means should be 
taken, including the financial, to retain a corps of satisfac- 
tory and efficient teachers. 


ENNROLLMENT.

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Although there are seats for all pupils at the present time 
and teachers can handle the numbers assigned to them, it 
should be remembered that the school population is show- 
ing an increase. The total number of pupils registered dur- 
ing the last three years was as follows: 1919-1920, 91; 1920- 
1922, 102; Jan. 31, 1923, 107. 

If the registration continues to increase due to more 
births or through the coming of new industries to town, 
more room must be provided to meet such a situation, In 
view of these possibilities and because practically every seat 
in the schoolrooms is now in use, it might be well for some 
special committee to make a thorough study of the situation 
‘and decide upon a solution that would provide for many 
years to come. 


INSTRUCTION. 


The school day in Brookline begins at nine o’clock in the 
morning and continues until twelve with a fifteen minute 
recess, part of which is devoted to physical exercises. The 
afternoon session is from one to three-thirty with a short 
recess. In many places, the noon hour is longer than sixty 
minutes, but with so many children bringing their dinners, 
one hour seems enough. 

Our present teachers have previously taught‘the grades 
they now have and are well fitted to maintain the standards 
of scholarship set for each grade. Thoroughness and drill 
in the fundamentals day by day with emphasis on teaching 
the pupils how to study is our aim. Teachers who are skil- 
ful in planning the day’s work can meet the standards and 
also find time for some of the intellectual recreations. 

In arithmetic, the Courtis practice tests have been intro- 
duced for all grades above the third. These give pupils 
daily practice in the fundamental operations of mathema- 
tics. They test both speed and accuracy and allow each 
pupil to progress as rapidly as he is able. Steady improve- 
ment since their introduction is quite noticeable. 


4 
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The Houston method of writing was adopted this year. 
It is a method based upon the arm movement and differs 
very little from the writing practiced for several years in 
the Brookline schools. The aim of penmanship is to pro- 
duce a good degree of legibility with a reasonable degree of 
speed and with ease of movement. Schools should not at- 
tempt to produce specialists or experts in penmanship any 
more than specialists in any one of the school subjects. 

In oral English, the pupils on the whole excel. Close 
observation shows that they can stand before their mates 
and say what they think much more freely than many pupils 
and in as correct form as most pupils of corresponding 
grades. Their ability to comprehend what they read is 
above the average. 

Music is now considered by many as an essential study 
in the public schools. It has a very definite place in life and 
goes a long way toward solving the problem of using and 
enjoying leisure time profitably. Teachers who have been 
trained in music during their own public school days or 
who have made a private study of it are always .able to 
apply it in their school rooms. It is far better, ‘however, if 
a trained music supervisor can visit the schools regularly 
and assist the classroom teacher by‘ directing a graded 
course of study in music from Grade I through Grade VIII. 
Children in the Brookline schools can sing, for they have 
shown their ability already. If we had a trained supervisor 
of music, results would show astonishing progress. 

Since books should become friends and companions to 
all persons, particularly pupils in the schools, they should 
learn to use the library so that the habit of redding may 
continue in later years. To this end, it would be most 
desirable if the Brookline Public Library could be open on 
some school day afternoon and be used under the direction 
of the librarian with the assistance of the teachers. 

Report cards are issued each six weeks and are sent home 
by the children for signature by the parents. Teachers and 
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superintendent all are glad to confer with parents about any 
rating shown on the cards: in fact, parents are urged to 
keep in touch with, school authorities. 

The tools of instruction—text-books, scholars’ supplies, 
maps, reference books, etc-—have gradually been replaced, 
added to, and supplemented during the last three years until 
now our equipment in this respect is getting to be up to 
date in quality and sufficient in quantity. A reasonable 
annual appropriation in the budget will keep it in this con- 
dition. Last year the cost was more than usual on account 
cf fitting out the High School for the first time. 


_ GRADUATION. 


In June, 1922, ten pupils completed the elementary work 
of the first eight grades. Graduation exercises were held 
in the Congregational Church and were well attended by 
citizens of the town. Director Wallace E. Mason of Keene 
Normal School was invited to speak at that time but was 
unable to be present. In his place came Mr. William Y. 
Morrison representing the State Board of Education as 
their High School Agent. Mr. Morrison gave us a very 
fine address and showed clearly the advantages of high 
school work. Several pupils took part in the exercises 
which added much to the interest. Those who received 
diplomas were Leo Austin, Walter Corey Jr., Bertha Hall, 
Miriam Jarvela, Martha Knuuti, Joseph Ouelette, Ralph 
Porter, Barbara Smith, Waldo Tasker, and Eldridge 
Young. 

Later in the year a trip to Lexington and Concord for 
these pupils was arranged and financed by the Parent- 
Teacher Association. This proved to be a most happy and 
instructive event and was a fitting graduation gift to the 
class.

At the last district meeting held in March, 1922, the mat- 
ter of establishing one year of high school work was tho- 
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roughly discussed and finally made possible through the 
appropriation of sufficient funds for the purpose. Accord-. 
ingly a rearrangement of grades has been made and the 
seventh and eighth grades are now combined with the first 
year of high school at the Grammar room in the Daniels 
Academy Building. Of the ten pupils who graduated from 
Grade VIII, seven entered Brookline High School. Of the 
other three, two are attending high school at their 
own expense elsewhere and one is at home. The method 
of admission to high school is a matter which parents should 
understand. Any pupil who completes the work of the 
eighth grade satisfactorily will ordinarily receive a card in- 
dicating his ability for enrollment in the ninth year or 
Brookline High School. Pupils desiring to enter another 
high school or pupils completing the first year of Brookline 
High School and desiring to go on should ask the superin- 
tendent for a statement to be sent directly to the high school 
he proposes to enter. 

Miss Hastings accepted the position as Headmaster of 
the Brookline High School together with the usual work 
of Grades VII and VIII. 

In preparation for the added work, she took a special 
course of study at Keene Normal School last summer and 
secured full approval as Headmaster of Brookline High 
School. 

The preparation of a program of study required that the 
work done in the first year by nearby high schools should 
be carefully investigated so that our pupils might enter the 
second year of high school elsewhere upon completion of 
our one year. Visits were made to all nearby high schools 
and the work of each school carefully studied. As a result 
the studies adopted for Brookline are as follows: 

English, Bookkeeping and Arithmetic, History of Civi- 
lization, Algebra, and B and C Subjects, 

For a discussion of the content of these subjects, see the 
report of the Headmaster. This program has been submitted 
_ to the State Board of Education and we now hold an ap- 
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proved program of study for the Brookline High School 
which is classified as a one year high school and approved 
for the period ending June 30, 1923, over the signature of 
Commissioner Butterfield. 

As the work of the year has progressed, comparisons 
have been constantly made with similar work in Milford 
High School. It would be safe to say that those pupils who 
finish the year satisfactorily will be able to enter the second 
year of high school elsewhere without conditions. Of 
course, a pupil might select a highly specialized high school 
somewhere to which the transfer would be more difficult. 

Looking ahead to the future, it may be well to consider 
the advisability of grouping our seventh, eighth, and ninth 
years to form a Junior High School which could be or- 
ganized and receive state approval as such. Under this plan 
the first six grades would be considered elementary and the 
last three years secondary. It would not mean, however, 
that pupils could legally leave school at the end of the sixth 
grade unless they were sixteen years of age before that 
time. Another year of our high school will better determine 
the wisdom and expediency of such a re-organization, for 
by that time we will know better how our pupils succeed 
in going on to the second year of high school elsewhere. 
Virginia Lathe and Lawrence Corey are attending schools 
outside of town this year in addition to the two pupils 
mentioned above. 


PARENT-T'BACHER A:SSOCIATION. 


This organization has continued to function along the 
same lines as in previous years. Members have been active 
in several ways to secure funds to finance their program, 
It is their desire to have several public meetings during the 
year at which some phase of school work or matters of 
importance to the school shall be presented to the towns- 
people. Already Mr. Wallace E. Mason, Director of the 
Keene Normal School has spoken to us and. explained the 
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advantages of having teachers professionally trained for 
their work. At this meeting the pupils who made the trip 
to Concord gave reports in the form of letters supposedly 
written to pupil friends. Membership in the association 
means more than the financial assistance rendered by the 
twenty-five cents membership fee. It means that citizens 
are interested and stand behind an organization whose pur- 
pose is to keep in touch with and assist the schools in every 
way possible. 
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A'ITTENDANCE. 


It is very gratifying to report that the percentage of at- 
tendance for the year 1921-1922 is the highest yet noted in 
Brookline, namely 95%. Figures for the two previous years 
are 92% and 89% respectively. The figure for this current 
year is likely to be lower on account of more or less sick- 
ness among the children. Tardiness also shows an improve- 
ment, there being a smaller total number of tardy marks in 
spite of the fact that there are more pupils enrolled than in 
previous years. ? 

The explanation of all this is that there is a greater in- 
terest in the schools and a keener realization of the value 
of education. 

The truant officer in the last school year made one or two 
calls, This year quite a number of cases have had to be 
taken up. The difficulties are not widespread, by any means, 
but occur and recur in a very few families. 


BUILDINGS AND HQUIPMENT. 


No minor changes have been made during the year. The 
usual summer cleaning and minor repairs included changing 
over the seats to meet the September expected needs, repairs 
to window-screens, doors and blackboards, and grading at 
the Primary building. : 

The largest item was the improvement of the heating at 
the two-room building. Fifty dollars appropriated at the 
District Meeting for this purpose was not quite enough to 
do all that seemed necessary but the changes have finally 
been completed. Both stoves have been moved to the north 
side of the room and jacketed. A fresh air intake leads 
from out-of-doors directly inside the jacket and causes 
fresh air to flow in constantly and be heated at once. To 
complete the circulation of air and keep it renewed, foul air 
ventilators have been installed in the opposite corners. 
These draw the used’ air from the room and thus allow for 
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entrance of pure air. The change is proving to be very 
satisfactory, resulting in well ventilated and evenly heated 
rooms, 

Several other things are much needed. First, and of 
greatest importance, is the installation of chemical or flush 
toilets at the Primary building. If a good supply of water 
becomes available, flush toilets are, of course, the best. 
Chemical toilets have proved successful in near-by towns 
and would be almost a hundred percent improvement over 
the old earth closets in use at the primary buildings. 

Lighting presents some difficulties due to the disappear- 
ance of the sun early in the afternoon on winter days. The 
grammar building already has electric lights. The primary 
building could be equipped very easily as the attic is open 
and there is no flooring overhead. 

Adequate playground area serves admirably as a place 
for useful energies to expend themselves. There seems to 
be no place at the schools or in the village where is ample 
room for baseball, basketball, and other activities. The boys 
and girls make the best of what they have and seem to be 
enthusiastic about their sports. A good playground properly 
equipped would be a big asset in the lives of our young 
people. 

At the Primary Building, there are no adjustable seats. 
The result is that the accommodations for many of the 
pupils are not fitted to the pupil. Nearly all of the seats at 
the Grammar room are adjustable and therefore much more 
healthful and comfortable. 


HEALTH AND RECREATION. 


The health of teachers is a matter not always given due 
attention. Several instances have occurred in this Union 
where the annual school examination has shown the teacher 
something which she has been able to correct and so prevent 
a serious outcome. Many teachers do not realize the im- 
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portance in dollars and cents value to themselves of having 
a recreational hobby whose aim is to keep them physically 
fit every day. 

Daily physical exercises for all pupils are required to be 
given under the supervision of each teacher. Pupils some- 
times act as leaders. 

We have been fortunate in having no serious epidemics 
in the schools such as have seriously interfered with the 
school work in some of the neighboring towns. The usual 
inedical examinations have been made and results reported 
as the law requires. Miss Charlotte Smith, Red Cross . 
‘nurse, finished her work for the Milford Chapter December 
i. Her place has been taken by Miss Adaline Chase, a 
graduate of Mount Holyoke College and a registered nurse. 
The School Board has taken up the matter of havng more 
follow-up work done by the nurse and has been able to ar- 
range with the Milford Red Cross Chapter so that a definite 
part of Miss Chase’s time will be given to follow-up work 
in Brookline. This increased time of the nurse will take the 
place of one medical examination, that given in the spring. 
Parents are hereby notified that Miss Chase is ready and 
glad to meet them and talk over any matters pertaining to 
their children. Dr. Dearborn and Miss Smith made the 
spring and fall examinations in 1922 and found conditions 
as follows:

‘TRANSPORTATION. 


In accordance with suggestions made at the last district 
meeting, the routes were offered for bids. Two bids only 
were received. Both of these were accepted, Mr. Barnaby 
continuing his route as in previous years and Mr. Decatur 
taking a route in the south part of the town. The route 
was rearranged somewhat on account of moving of families. 
After matters were thought to be adjusted, other families 
were found who were entitled to transportation and ac- 
cordingly further provision has been made. One family 
was found in the north-west corner of the town on a farm 
so isolated that it proved inexpedient to attempt to provide 
schooling for the children in Brookline schools. Arrange- 
ments were made for the children to attend a school in the 
south part of Milford. It is more than two miles to this 
school, however, so that transportation in addition to tuition 
has to be provided. 

The law still states that children living two miles or more 
from the school to which they are assigned and enrolled be- 
low the ninth grade shall be transported. It so happens in 
Brookline that there are cases where small children live 
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slightly less than two miles from school. Since it is legal, but 
not compulsory, to expend school money for transportation 
of such children, it becomes a question whether some cases 
are so deserving of consideration that taxpayers are willing 
to provide sufficient funds to cover the increased cost. 

To quote from the law, 1921, 125:6 

“The district shall furnish transportation to all pupils 
below the ninth grade who live more than two miles from 
the school to which they are assigned, but when it shall 
appear that children live in homes so remote from schools 
or regular school transportation routes that the cost of 
transportation would constitute an unreasonable expense, 
the school board may, at the expense of the district, board 
the child near a public school, provided however, that the 
parent or guardian may appeal to the commissioner with 
proposals for transportation by himself or by another, or 
with other solutions, and the orders of the commissioner 
shall be final. 

“Pupils who are to be transported may be required to 
walk any reasonable part, not exceeding one mile, of the 
distance from their homes to the school. The school board 
may furnish transportation to pupils in grades above the 
eighth or to any pupils residing’ less than two miles from 
the school to which they are assigned when it finds that this 
is desirable, and shall furnish it when directed by the com- 
missioner of education.” 

The entire question of transportation should be consid- 
ered from the point of view of cost per pupil per mile 
rather than from the point of view of how much a trans- 
porter receives a day. The unit cost on this basis always, 
of course, decreases as the number of pupils increases. 

School officials always hesitate to furnish transportation 
for distances less than two miles without formal approval 
of the School District at the annual meeting.

EMPLOYMENT ‘CERTIFICATES. 


Employers of minors in all work except farming and 
domestic service should note that certificates are required 
before minors 14-16 years of age may be legally employed, 
either when schools are in session or in vacation periods. 
These certificates are issued by the Superintendent of 
Schools as the law directs. 


‘Costs. 


Attention should be called again to the basis of state aid. 
This is equalized valuation. Under the law a school dis- 
trict must vote a $5 tax per thousand dollars of equalized 
valuation for “support of elementary schools” to be eligible 
for state aid. This is exclusive of all overhead costs and 
high school expenses. Brookline did not meet these require- 
ments in 1919-20 and received no state aid. In 1920-21 the 
amount received was $1,393. This aid was granted when 
the basis was the assessed valuation instead of the equalized 
valuation. For the year 1921-22, the state aid amounted to 
$1,427.57 with the $5 tax figured on equalized valuation. 
The aid for this year is $1,449.89 and has already been re- 
ceived. A peculiar situation has now arisen, however, due 
to the fact that the inventory of the School District in- 
creased during the last year by more than $200,000 which 
will increase the equalized valuation by even more. The 
practical result is that about $1,500 more than last year will 
have to be raised locally before Brookline is eligible for 
state aid, other factors being equal. Since the equalized 
valuation is figured only once in two years, Brookline was 
very fortunate last year as the five dollar tax was figured 
on the lower valuation and collected on the higher inventory 
value of the School District. The budget for the coming 
year should be considered with all these facts in mind. It 
is also worth while to note that during the last few years 
27% or less of the money raised by Brookline taxes has 
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been used for schools. In 1918, it was under 15%, which 
is a.very low percentage indeed when one considers that in 
many places, it runs over 35%. 

In Brookline, a dollar was used as follows last year for 
school purposes: 

Teachers’ salaries 43c, Text books 1.5c, Scholars’ sup- 
plies 2.1c, Janitor service 2.c, Fuel 1.8c, Water, light, and 
janitor’s supplies .3c, Minor repairs 1.9c, Medical inspection 
1.ic, Transportation 30.c, High school tuition 5.6c, $2 tax 
3.4c, Administration and all other expenses 7.3c. The total 
cost per pupil in the average membership was about $61. 

A few figures from the biennial report of the State Board 
of Education might be of interest. For the year ending 
June, 1922, the average salary paid to teachers in elementary 
schools was $915.38; and of 2,634 such teachers employed, 
1,264 were normal graduates. There are 256 different 
school districts in the state; 704 one-room schools; 71,692 
pupils enrolled; pupils in one-room schools, 12,427; not ab- 
sent or tardy during year, 4,499 ; average length of teaching 
period of teacher, six years. The total expenditures for 
public education in New Hampshire including elementary, 
secondary, normal schools, and mother’s aid was 
$5,360,788.68. In the amount of money raised by state tax 
tor school educational purposes, eight states only raised 
less than New Hampshire. © 


CONCLUSION. 


Much credit should be given to the citizens of 
Brookline for the support they are giving their schools and 
the active interest which many take in the everyday affairs . 
of the schoolroom. School: Board, teachers, and Superin- 
tendent all appreciate having the public stand back of them, 
and are always glad to have individuals visit the schools 
and see for themselves what is being done. Criticisms both 
unfavorable and favorable should be given to school offi- 
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cials to the end that everything possible may be done so 
that our schools shall turn out strong public-minded and 
capable American Citizens.

To Superintendent of Schools, Harold C. Bales: 


In accordance with the usual custom I wish to submit 
the first annual report of the High School of the School 

District of Brookline. 

' The total enrollment at the present time is seven: five 
boys and two girls— all in the first year. 

We are presenting but one curriculum this year, all sub- 
jects being compulsory. No elective subjects are permitted 
because of the limited time allotted on the daily school pro- 
gram, This curriculum however is acceptable to the High 
Schools of the nearby towns, thereby permitting a pupil of 
the Brookline High School to enter these schools in his or 
her sophomore year. 

The subjects taught this year in the High School are 
Algebra, Bookkeeping and Commercial Arithmetic, History 
of Civilization, and English. 

In Algebra we are using the text book by Wells and Hart. 
In the Bookkeeping and Commercial Arithmetic we are us- 
ing the text books and sets by Rittenhouse. Practice has 
been given in journalizing, posting the ledger, and such 
elementary work. At present the pupils are engaged in 
carrying on a business involving banking practice, journal- 
izing, ledger work, the use of the Power of Attorney, in 
short all of the processes required in carrying on the book- 
keeping part of the Flour and Grain business. 

The History of Civilization takes the place of Ancient 
History of the old curricula. It differs from the Ancient 
History in that it presents history from ancient times and 
peoples, up to the present age. Thus it replaces an intensive 
study of a short period of history with a survey of history 
covering a longer period of time. Our text book is ‘““Modern 
Times and the Living Past” by Elson. 

In our English work, as in other subjects, we are endeav- 
oring to meet the requirements of the New Hampshire

State Program. The standards set for us are: first, an ap- 
preciative study of approximately twenty-five hundred to 
three thousand pages taken from books of proven value; 
second, a reading throughout the year of a magazine con- 
nected with some one of the courses which the pupil fol- 
lows; third, the constant study of rhetoric, grammar, com- 
position; fourth, fifty to one hundred pages of written ex- 
pression during the year. The class has, up to date, read 
“The Last of the Mohicans” and Irving’s “Sketchbook”’, 
Beside our class work each member of the class is required 
during the year, to read and report on six books selected 
from a list presented by the teacher. 

The High School pupils in addition to their other sub- 
jects take the B & C subjects with the seventh and eighth 
grades. By B & C subjects are meant generally Music, 
Drawing, Current Events, Citizenship, Nature, Hygiene, 
etc., including Current Event clubs, or any organized activ- 
ity such as a Debating Club. 

Examinations will be given in all subjects at the end of 
the school year, 

The pupils in their work average in most cases with the 
first year students of other schools as far as can be deter- 
mined. | 

There is a graduating class of fourteen, in the Grammar 
School insuring a High School class for the year of nineteen 
twenty-three and four. 

During the half year of one hundred eighty-six sessions 
there have been forty-four absences and\ five tardinesses.
